Afonso Zamora and Carlos Za- 
tate, the two reigning world ban¬ 
tamweight champions, have signed 
to meet in a 10-round bout at 2 
p.m., Saturday, April 23, at the 
Fabulous Forum. 

The bout will be shown at the 
San José Civic Auditorium on 
closed circuit T,V. 

Weight for the bout has been 
set at 120 pounds and each title- 
holder will receive a guarantee of 
$125.000. 

This is the first time since the 
World Boxing Association and 
World Boxing Council were 
formed that two champions have 
set in a non-title match.

After a typical week in Sacra¬ 
mento hearing about all the prob¬ 
lems we face in California, it’s a 
pleasure to be among such nice 
people involved in such worth¬ 


while organizations as the Latin 
American Lions Club. 

I think it is symbolic of what’s 
good about our country and our 
state that there are so many suc¬ 
cessful business and professional 
people heer tonight—living proof 
that this is still a land of oppor¬ 
tunity. 

But even more significant is the

“I did what you told me,” the 
young man said. “And when I 
finished, I asked my wife, well, 
what do you think? Would you 
buy it?’ She said, ‘Yes.’ Then I 
asked her why. She replied, ‘Be¬ 
cause I love you.’ ” 

I’m sure it’s not just because 
love you that your wives came 
along tonight, and it was certainly 
not to hear me speak. I believe it’s 
berause they appreciate the impor¬ 
tance of your participation in this 
organization. 

Many people who don’t belong 
to service clubs, and perhaps a few 
who do, fail to realize the really 
vital role that organizations such 






as this play in our society—not 
just to its members, but to the 
community at large. 

Service clubs were invented in 
America early in this century and 
are now spread around the free 
world—and, in my opinion, they 
do a lot to help promote the spirit 
of freedom in this country and 
many others. 

Why do I believe that? Well, 
there are many reasons. First of 
all, there are the stated aims and 
ideals of the clubs themselves. 
They promote high standards of 
personal and business conduct 
based on the Golden Rule: Do un¬ 
to others as you would have them 
do unto you. Even though we may 
not always live up to those ideals, 
the fact that we try helps create 
the mutual faith and confidence 
which enable a free society to 
function. 

You may have heard the story 
of the mother who was trying to 
get her little boy to behave him¬ 
self. 

“Why don’t you be good?” the 
mother asked. 

“I’ll be good for a quarter,” re¬ 
plied the little boy. 

And his mother said, “A quart¬ 
er? Why can’t you be like your 
father—good for nothing?” 

It’s the good we do for nothing,* 
even when there’s nothing to be 
gained—doing right just because 
it’s the right thing to do—that’s 
what makes a free society pos¬ 
sible. Without the self discipline 
of its citizens, total discipline 
would have to be imposed by the 
state. 

The second great contribution of 
clubs such as yours is that their 
primary purpose is to encourage 
service to the community among 
its members. The spirit of volun¬ 
teer service to our fellow men has 
never been rpore important to our 
way of life man it is today. 



It used to be that people who 
needed help could count on family, 
neighbors and friends, or the 
philanthrophy of private business. 
But as our complex and social 
problems became larger and more 
complex, we came to depend on 
government to solve them as well 
as to take care of the less fortu¬ 
nate among us. 

Today it’s popular to complain 
about big government and high 
taxes. The truth is, they are sim¬ 
ply the price we pay for the ma¬ 
terial benefits technology has 
given most Americans. And. I 
daresay, few of us would want to 
give them up. 

Many of the things we used to 
do four ourselves we now ask gov¬ 
ernment to do for us.Much of it 
can’t be helped. But if we are to 
slow or reverse the trend towards 
big government, more private 
volunteer efforts will be needed,

working through our churches, 
schools, community organizations 
and service clubs. 

By encouraging the spirit of 
volunteer service and supporting 
worthy causes such as aid to the 
blind, your club is doing a great 
deal to make our communities 
better and happier places to live. 

Service consists not only of 
spectacular deeds but the number 
of small courtesies and acts of 
helpfulness a person is able to do. 
Thomas Carlyle once said: “The 
race of life has become so intent 
that the runners are treading up¬ 
on one another’s heels, Woe unto 
the man that stoops to tie his shoe¬ 
string.”
